Tar Sands for Highway*.
Not many years ago the sight of Jan extra bit of coal tar brought,

worry to the manager of a gas mak¬
ing or a fcoke making plant. The
difficulty lay in getting rid of it. To-;
day the probl<*n is how to get a

great deal more tar than the gas jplants and the coke ovens combined
can furnish.
The rubber tired vehicle signaled

tho end of loose paving for public
highways. Steel shod wheels packed
such pavements harder, but rubber
tires quickly pulled them to pieces.
Kot oven concrete surfaces are able
to resist the destructive power of
rubber tires. Experience has shown
that a tar suud surface is suitable for
about every sort of public highway.
Canada has enough natural tar sands
mineral to girdle the earth if the
conclusions from recent investiga¬
tions are confirmed.
From Edmonton a short branch of

the Canadian Northern Railroad con-jrects the Saskatchewan and the Ca-'
nadian Pacific with Athabasca and
Mackenzie River navigation. Atha¬
basca Landing is the entrance to fur-
land. Within a few years it bids,
fair to furnish an unlimited suppU
of tar sands for road making. 1 he jCanadian Government is now makiug
a tryout with this material.
From Athabasca Landing one hun

dred miles north Athabasca River of-,
fers no difficulties to river naviga
tion. The rapids are navigable, be¬
ing swift but not turbulent or choppy.
At Rapides du Joli Fon.freely, tho
rapids of the cheerful idiot.an odor
nkin to that of >etroleum pervades
tho northnest > w..i. It is from a nat
ural fu.i spring. About twenty-live,
miles beyond are Grand Rapids, and
from Grand Rapids for the next one
hundred miles the banks of the river
ore composed of tar sand.

Fort McMurray is a scant two hun- j
dred miles from Athah"«ca landing.
From this point to the head of Grand
Rapids there arc miles and miles of
rnr sand, in places more than one

hundred feet deep. If the tar sands
Vrove nultablo for paving a railway
trom Fort McMurray to Athabasca
Landing is likely to be built.
The origin of the tar sands Is some¬

what doubtful. According to one

theorv. petroleum from natural spout¬
ing wells flowed over and covered t.hn

surface. When the volatile elements
of the natural oil disappeared the!
tar was the residuum. The sand*
were carried and mixed with the tar,
possibly by the winds. Whatever
their origin there is apparently a sup-
ply of road making material ample
for the whole world if it can resist
the grinding of the rubber tire and
if the cost of transportation is low
enough.

Reserve Judges.
Former Judge Grossman has put

before Governor Miller a practical
plan for ending the congestion in the
criminal courts. He proposes that
the Governor be authorized to ap-
point from fifteen to twenty-five law-
vers "of pre-eminent standing" to act
as a judicial reserve. In the event of
a crowded calendar a Judge of Ocn-,
eral Sessions could order a case tried jbefore one of,these reserve Judges.
The criminal courts el this city

are now in need of the very relief
which Mr. Grossman's plan would at
ford. Even if the number of General
Sessions Judges were increased from j
seven to nine, as is proposed in the jLegislature, the two new Judges could
not dispose of the congestion.
Getting good men to act as reserve jJudges should be easy. Many tino

lawyers yearn for bench experience,
but cannot afford to leave the bar.,
Being reserve Judges would enable
them to eat their cake and have it.

As temporary Judges they would en¬

joy, too, the Sense of doing a real
duty to the community.

Lineage of a Great Trotter.
The Confederate cavalry contained

a large proportion of horses obtained
from the thoroughbred breeding rnd,
racing establishments of the South
in the early part of the civil war.
The warm blood in the mount? of
Forrest's men enabled him to per¬
form marches that would have been
impossible with inferior fetock. And
now after nearly three-quarters of a

century there has come to light n

striking reminder of that fact and of
the value of the thoroughbred strain.
The blood of one of the thoroughbred
mares used as, mounts by a member
of the well known Wells family of
Louisiana who was with Scott at
Fort Donclson is asserting itself iu
the champion trotting sire Peter the j
Great. 2".07,.i. IThe story connecting this daughter
of the renowned four-mller Lexington
with the present day champion of his
type is romantic, and its unraveling
has been the work of years. The South
had au enthusiastic horseman in the
late May Ovkrtos, whose home was

at Nashville. Tennessee. Mr. Overton
began the investigation which has re¬

sulted in linking the little thorough-
bred mare with the dominant trot¬
ting sire of the present day, the final
details having come as the result of
research on the part of W. H. Gocheb.
secretary of the National Trotting
Association, whose testimony in the
shape of affidavits was so complete
that they were accepted by the Jocke>
Club as sufficient to warrant the reg
Istratlon of the mare in its Stud
Book.
The inquiry has made clear tne

hitherto clouded lineage of Peter the
Great, and the American Registry
Association, whose functions as re¬

gards the trotter are similar to thos-i
of the registry department of the
Jockey Club for the thoroughbred,
has accepted the testimony of Mr.
Gocmn as conclusive.

It Is Indicative of the swift devel¬
opment of the American trotter to
note that one of the affidavits in
the case should come from Thomas
.Monitorr Wrxi.s of Colfax. Loulsi-
ana. who Is now 88. and who ro^e the
Lexington mare off to the war In
1861. Just about the time when a 2.2u
trotter was a phenomenon and XV. H.
RvsntK of Chester. Orange county.
New Yoik. w*us exploiting Hamble-
tonian. now regarded as the founder
of our great trotting family.
This same Hambletonian. once

hailed derisively as Bill soyk *

bull, was the great-great-grandslre of
Peter the Great, whose grandson
Peter Manning. ltSW i* now t',c
world champion.

School Histories.
The Hirshfleld hearings were an-|

nounced to be for the purpose of
scrutinizing history school books.
Hut they seem to be occasions for
the making of belligerency. A civil
war veteran past three score and ten
lugs Mabsii.ux's "Life of Washing¬
ton" to a session and smites on the j
Jaw a young lawyer who does not
share his interpretation of the work
and says so rudely.
Nothing useful or peaceful can re-

suit from Hihsufikld'b hearings.
The Commissioner's own knowledge
of history seems to be of such a na¬

ture that it is surprising the Mayor
did not put him on the Board of Edu
cation. As a judge of school histories
it seems to be his ambition to make
the hearings as tumultuous as the
sessions of the Board of Estimate.
The trouble with the school histo-1

ries that are objectionable is that
there are too many new historians
and too many new interpretations.
America has been fortunate in its!
real historian*. There are no im-
portant facts about this continent.
from the visit of Eri< the Red down
to the present generation, that can

not be found in the works of such
men as Fxske. Winsor, Hu-dbcth.
Park man-, McMaster, Prescott,
Changing and Rhodus.

If the ambitious young historians
of to-day would stick to facts in
their school books th»3re would be
less contention about their works.
If they must write new school his:
torles of the United States let them
set down the basic things and let the
controversies be reserved for the de¬
bating societies. Twenty-five vear3

ago John Fiske wrote a school his¬
tory of the United States which con¬
tains all the information that most
citizens ever need about this coun¬

try and which for the more ambi-1
tious presents a complete ground¬
work for research in all directions.
But the history writing professors

of the schools are not content with
Fink!:. He does not indulge in
enough interpreting for them: facts
were his passion. Each of these hot
young historians wishes to present
the picture from his own angle.
Somebody else takes a different view
and the row begins. Hence Hibhh-
i iei.h'h ridiculous inquiry.

Letting Small Fish Escape.
The Reeves bill prohibiting the use

in the Delaware River of drifting
nets fifty fathoms long with a two
and three-quarter inch mesh got
through the New Jersey Senate by u

comfortable margin, but not without
strong opposition. One of Its most
determined opponents was Senator
SmrsoN of Hudson. His chief argu¬
ment against the measure seemed to
be that it was exclusively in the in¬
terest of persons whom he described
as "white pants fishermen."
Just what he meant by this term

he did not disclose. Possibly he had
in mind persons who jro aflsWng in
white flannels. But they are not
numerous and they are not fisher¬
men; they are mere rod and reel
flappers. Serious minded amateur
fishermen go out to fish and not to
display sporting goods millinery.
They do not wear white flannels any
more than they wear corsage bou¬
quets. Hip boots and sou'wester* are
more in their line.

If Senator Simpson means that the
net restriction law is in the interest
of these amateur fishermen then the
State of New Jersey is indebted to
them for their help in getting so
wholesome a measiire enacted. The<
object of net restriction is to prevent
the extermination of fish. Limiting
the size of the mesh is for the pur¬
pose of letting the little fish through
that they may grow to be worth while
big fish. Small mesh nets mean the
ruin of the fishing industry in the
end. just as the lumber industry has
been injured by unwise exploitation
of the forests.
